He assert- 
ed that the treaty was without 
effect when in conflict with the 
laws of a State governing the 
acquisition of disposition of real

Senator McCumber’s action in submitting to the 
United States Senate a measure in relation to the establish- 
ment of an Association of Nations gives some tangible form 
to & proposal that has been in the air since the Presidential 
Election which carried Mr. Harding to the White House. 
In that campaigu the present President's opponent stood 
#8 & supporter of the League: while Mr. Harding, though 
he accepted the dictation of the‘ Irreconcilables” in re- 
jecting the existing organisation, announced that he 
favoured an Association of Nations, and: Senator .Mc- 
Cumber alludes to this plauk in the’ Presidential * plat- 
form.” This revival of the subject, which had been super- 
sededl by the Washington Conference, excites mixed feel- 
ings. General approvation will be felt in so far as the 
proposal aims at promoting world-peace, accompanied by 
& certain dubtety as to whether the method contemplated is 
judicious. . a 

America’s chief objection to the League of Nations 
has centred around,Art. X., the text of which we reproduce 
for the beuefit-of non-Pelmanists :— 

The members of the League undertake to respect 
and preserve as against external aggression the ter- 
- ritorial integrity und existing political independence 
of all members of the League. In case of any such 
aggression, the Council shall advise upon the cieans 

by which this obligation shal! be fulfilled. “

Supporters of the League probably consider it but 
reasonable that America should-be prepared to render aid 


__.to_that extent, but, from the viewpoiot_of_the objectors, 


there was logic in their attitude while the Covenant re- 
mained in its original form. The Powers, however. -have 
intimated their willingness freely to discuss’ revision 
having regard to this objection. What advantage, then, 
is to be gained by setting up a rival body to the League! 
Even assuming that jealousy did not -arise, as it almost 
inevitably would, there would be the constant risk-of con- 
fusing decisions. Senator McCumber contemplates the 
inclusion of Germany and Russia in the comity of nations, 
snd this, noder appropriate conditions, is agreeable to the 
policy of. the League. ‘His suggestion for a period’ of 
investigation when war threatens is in consonance with 
Art. XfI of the Covenant. Senator McCumber explains 
that his purpose is to extend the Four-Power Treaty to 
world-wide scope, which runs largely on the lines of the 
proposal that has been mooted for inaking the Washington 
Conference a_periodical assembly, or, in tact, an Associa:

University, delivered an enter- 
taining lecture ‘upon * Chinese 


Mr. Hu, a native of the prow 
ince of Anhui, dascribed con- 
ditions in the interior of Chins 
as distinguished from the Chinese 
life aeen in this Colony with its 
admixture of Westernism. Dealing 
first with family life traditionally 
a prédominant feature of the 
Chinese aystem, the lecturer ex- 
plained that it was cqmmon to 
find tha inhabitants of a rillage 
or group of villages all bearing 
the samesurname. These people 
were said to belong to ane family, 
but it was necessary to distinguish 
batwéen a family and a home. A 
“home” consisted of “parents, 
cbildreo,and grandchildren, per- 
haps totalling thirty or forty 
persons; & “family” consisted of 
sevaral hundreds, or several thor- 
sands, of homes. - Coder the 
family system, there ia a com- 
mittes consisting of tea to twenty 
persons, who bave power to con- 
trol the whole of their community. 
They discharge such functions as 
arbitrating upon disputes, super- 
intending elementary education, 
punishing offenders for such 
misdoings ° as opium-smoking 
or theft, and acting “as 
a kind - of  registry-office 
for births, marriages, and deaths, 
the last named being of peculiar 
importance on account of an- 
cestor-worship. In tha casa of 
iroportant people these records 
are expanded into biographies. - 


- Deseribing the rural schools of 
China, Mr. Hu said that many of 
them were still old fashioned, 
indifferently lighted and venti- 
Isted, but a. large number of even 
theelementary schools were being 
reframed upon modern lines. 
These modern schools were not 
very different from those to 
be seen in this Colony. The 
old-fashioned type were generally.

CHINESE MEDICOS IN BRITAIN. 
There has been « stroag word of 
dissent to Chinese medical men 
practising in Great Britain. Of 
course, they must possazs the 
necessary British qualifications 
before they can doso. A certaia 
amoant of jealousy. not confined, 
be it stated, to the medical pro- 
fessior, bas arisen therefrom, 2nd 
such loose expressions as "yellow 
peril” in tha medicat world have 
been used. The particular case 
seems to heve arisen oat of 
the proposal that a Chinese 
medical-man should be placed.on 
the Panel Register. There sre. 
we believe, quite a nomber of 
Chinese who are members of the 
British Medical Association. The 
question of nationality does not 
arige; it is one of qualification 
oply. Several are practis ng both 
in the Esst and West End of 
London. Hitherto the medical 
profession bas looked almost 
entirely at the question of 
qualifications, “acd not looked 
at that of nationality in any 
narrow spirit. To those who 
would fain do so we would point. 
out that whet our hospital and 
medical registrars beeame so 
greatly understaffed during the 
war, by reason of the demand of | 
the military for medics] men, 
thera were several Chinese who 
rendered most able and efficient 
service. It rcarcely_ becomes us 
now thatthe stress'is over to be 
narrow-minded on the subject.—
